President ‘of Bar Association Sug- 
gests Changes in Procedure—Sen- 
fate Urged te Agree on. Peace. 





A revolution in our constitutional 
scheme of government quite as impor- 
tant and destined to have as far-reach- 
ing consequences as the civil .war, was, 
the characterization of the Federal Pro- 
hibition amendment expressed here last 
night by United States Senator Charles 
S. Thomas of Colorado. 

Senator Thomas, who delivered in the 
Hotel Astor the annual address before 
the State Bar Association with. *' Fed- 
eral Encroachment’ as his topic, voiced 
foreboding that the Bighteenth Amend- 


ment would be used by ‘** the all-pervad- 


ing spirit of unrest, of discontent, and 
of agitation’’ as an Object lesson in the 
transformation that. may be effectuated 
in American government. 


Fears for State Rights. 


The people have recently made a 
radical departure from legislative to 
constitutional encroachment,”’ he said, 
and he found. the fact that the ‘ revo- 
lution "’ he described ‘is and 
not bloody makes It none the | for- 
midable; for ‘as the former conflict in- 
volved the int e — so

of the State. 

= 3t involve” the Sgnator continued, 
“the overthrow: of a fundamental con- 
stitutional principle whose overthrow 
the States n not survive. Any other 
incident well have precipitated 
it. And if by observing the formulas 
provided for amending oe Constitution, 
the objéct embraced in the Eighteenth 
Amendment may permanently em- 
—88 in it, so may any other object 
without regard to the original divi- 
— of powers (between the tates and 
the Federal Government).”’ 

The speaker discussed the fifth ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, which says 
**no State without its consent shall 
deprived of its equal suffrage in the 
Senate.’’ He mentioned. the contention 
that enumerated limitations upon a 
given power are exclusive and that none 
others may - imposed upon the equi- 
librium of- the units composing the 
Union, or other eg with the positive 
declarations of the Tenth Amendment. 

- “If the contention be ‘sound,’’ he 
went’ on, ‘‘ its logical — must be 
accepted. They lead to the conclusion 
that. two-thirds of the Congress and 
three-fourths of the States may, by 
amending, fundarhentally alter our sys- 
tem of government, abolish the States, 
rewrite the Constitution and substitute 
a national.democracy for_a representa- 
tive republic. But if this can be done 
by the craf processes of s ive 
amendments, it. can be done by. the 
agency of a single &mendment. Oue⸗ 
fourth of the States, possibly contain- 
ing half our population and vigorously 
protesting, may be. deprived of their 
sovereign. autonomy by the remaining 
three-fourths, possibly containing ‘the 
other half. The latter may, by exercis-~- 
ing such authori ty, thus destroy ‘the 
source of it.’’ :

|GIVES HIS SIDE OF DISPUTE 


Awards, the Admiral Tells 
Senate Committee. 





Saye That He Criticises Secretary 
Danlels’s Awards Only as a 
. Matter of Duty,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16,—The morale’ 
of the Navy has been ‘‘ shot to pieces " 
Because of ** flagrant injustices " in con- 
terring decorations on naval officers, 
Admiral William 8. Sims, head of the 
Navy War Collége.and formerly in com- 
mand of American Naval Forces in Eu- 
rope, asserted today ‘before the Senate 
Naval Affairs Sub-Committee at the be- 
ginning of its investigation into war 
awards to naval officers. 

While Admiral Sims severely criticised 
the attitude of Secretary Daniels and 
the Knight Board in the conferring of 
decorations he disclaimed any intention 
of attacking the Secretary. personally or 
of showing insubordination. He was 
only performing a part of what he con- 
sidered his duty in offering constructive 
criticism. He was acting solely for the 
welfare of the navy, he said. 

The Admiral especially resented the 
action of Secretary Daniela and the 
Knight Board in revising recommenda- 
tions as to decorations submitted by 
hi if, R dations inserted by 
Secretary Daniels, including one for his 
brother - in - law, _’ Commander David 
Worth Bagley, who lost the destroyer he 
commanded in a fight with a submarine.

Senator Trammell provoked the Ad- 
miral’s anger when he said it appeared 
as if Admiral Sims, in his recommenda- 
tions, had honored officers who stayed

‘‘That’s the most complete balling of 
the matter I have seen yet,’ the Ad- 
retorted. “You have spoken 
sneeringly of the scores of men on my 
staff. se 

“T haven't,” replied Trammell, “but I 
don’t propose to accept your view.’ 

“You don’t have to,” Admiral -<Sims 
retorted, ‘‘but you mustn't get the facts 
wrong. You speak of routine duties 
after I have told you how the men on 
my staff labored. I was doing routine 
duty then, because I was on shore. But 
my services were important and those 
performed by my staff were more im- 
portant still.’’

It is notorious that. the inthe have

1918. The payments to the railways 
in 1918 were below any. year. since 
1913, and’ were only a little above 
those for the depressed year 1907. Yet 
duripg those eleven years postal rev- 
enues increased 112 per cent., and the 
mail burden on the railways increased 
150 per. cent. through the establish- 
ment of the parcel post. In other 
words, the railways did the work, ‘the 
Post. Office claimed ‘the credit, ‘and 
boasted of. a profit made by not paying 
honest bills. The readjustment of the 
accounts will ‘give the Director Gen- 
eral a windfall, and will relieve the tax- 
payers to that extent. We shall have 
to wait for the Postmaster General's 
next report to learn what happened to 
his profits. If he is content to drop 
the subject there will be no objection, 
provided that he or his successor does 
not reopen it.

JAPAN. AND SIBERIA. 

Our Japanese friends seem to have 
been surprised and disturbed at the 
news\that we were to take our nine 
thousand soldiers out of Sibéria; so 
surprised and disturbed that they are 
now talking about taking out their 
own army of sixty or seventy thou-’ 
sand, or perhaps more by this time, 
and leaving Siberia to ‘the Bolsheviki. 
The recent memorandum. sent by the 
Japanese Government to ouf own, ac- 
cording .to dispatches from Tokio, was 
based on the evident need of setting 
up something to take the place of 
Ko.cHak’s army to bar the advance 
of Bolshevism to the Pacific. This 
was a matter in which America: had 
considerable inferest and Japan an 
enormous interest, and while it. is now 
evident that the Bolshevist march to 
Viadivostok could have been niore 
easily. and profitably. stopped... sorne- 
wheré about Samara in the. Summer. 
of 1918, there was no use crying over 
spilt milk. KoLcHak’s army had been 
destroyed and —— had to. be 
done. 

“Sentiment in Japan was divided as 
to just. what ‘ought to be done. 
Premier Hara has been no enthusiast, 
we are told, for the occupation of 
Siberia; Foreign Minister Ucnma and 
others thought that- at any fate 
crough troops were there now without 
sending more; but the War Ministry 
wanted to send ‘more. 
nese asked if we thought the allied 
Governments ought to get out, send 
more troops, or let things go on as at 
present. 

Now: that we say that for our part 
we are. going to get out, there is 
reported to be" much surprise and 
dissatisfaction .in Japan. ‘Tt .i8 
improbable,’’: says. a. dispatch, “‘ that 
‘Japan will attempt ‘single-handed: 
‘*to stem the Bolshevist. advance.’’ 
This-is.a high. compliment to our 
‘nine. thousand, if the Japantse do 
not feel like keeping up the ‘cam 
paign without them. ‘Mr. Hara’s si. 
berian. policy has been. much .criti- 
cised, and. he may be forced to resign. 

Mr. Hara has said, it happens, that 
Japan does not want one foot of Si- 
‘berian territory and will. _withdraw 
every soldier when the: Bolshevist 
danger has passed. That was a wel- 
come announcement to the whole 
world. . But it is said that the present 
Japanese ‘expeditionary force costs a. 
hundred million dollars a year; that

The design of the Allies who over- 
threw Germany and disarmed her in 
the twentieth century is.to make mili- 
tary aggression odious by punishing 
the German Emperor for his misdeeds 
after full and fair trial. Sovercignty 
he has none-today.

be disposed of. The country. has waited 
86 long for a wise and ‘practical water 
power development that it would have 
little patience with the extremists who 
insist upon the longer ventilation ‘of 
their peculiar views: Water power 
development will bring about ‘not’ only 
‘a saving of coal and a diminution of 
coal prices, but the same saving and 
diminution of .the price of oll. It 
cannot help resulting in a reduced cost 
of. transportation service and a more 
effective transportation service. It 
canr.ot help bringing about, as the re- 
port of thé Senate-Committee on Com- 
merece said last Fall, ** the develop- 
‘* ment of new industries, the buildirg 
‘*up of new communities, the crea- 
** tion of new property values, subject 
‘*to taxation for the support and 
‘** maintenance of local and State Gov- 
‘*‘ernments, and added employment 
‘* for labor and increased markets for 
‘* agricultural products.’’ Year aftcr 
year.an immense amount ot money 
has been sacrificed on account of the 
Gifferences of opinion in regard to the 
hest form of water power regulation. 
At last we are approaching it. We 
have a practicable scheme. It in- 
vites private capital to develop our 
water power resources. At the samc 
time it contemplates, or makes pos- 
sible, ultimate ptiblic ownership. The 
sooner ‘the House and the Senate, 
dropping all their unessential differ- 
ences, insure this long-delayed vital 
work of great public improvement, the 
better for the United States.

Now, as to Robins being ‘* one ot the 
main props of the radical moverhent,"’ 
the fact is that Robins has probably 
been the favorite and most-quoted au- 
thority of Socialists, I. W. W.’s, par- 
lor radicals, Boishevist agents and sym- 
Pathizers. As a defender of Soviet Rus- 
sia, he has been exploited In The New 
Republic, The Liberator, and The New 
York Daily Call. What he has said of 
Lenin and Trotsky hag been of greater 
effect than all that has. been .said by 
outright, honest Bolshevist agents, ard 
his exoneration of that régime of the 
atrocities charged against it has had 
all the greater influence because of the 
fact that he prefaces his defense and 
wins confidence by asserting that he is 
opposed to the principles of Bolshevism 
and considers Bolshevism a menace to 
the world. 

In his speech before the Republican 
County Committee Mr. Robins extolled 
America as the one nation which he be- 
lieved could successfully meet the chak 
lenge of Bolshevism. In view of his 
silence concerning the atrocities which 
have been proved against the Bolshe- 
vist régime, and which he previously 
denied, and in view of the effect which 
he apparently sought to make upon a 
loyal Republican audience in a studiedly 
inoffensive and appealing speech, a few 
questions to Mr. Robins, as a member of 
the Advisory Committee on Platform, of 
the Republican Party, would not at this 
time be inapropos.
